1 . This Office Action is responsive to the amendment, Terminal Disclaimer and 
RCE received on 03/01/2010. 

2. Claims 1-36, 38, 40, 42, 43, 45 and 46 are canceled. Applicant added new claims 
47-52. 

Claims 37, 39, 41 , 44, 47-52 are in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 37, 39, 41 , 44, 47-52 are allowed over prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259) and Rudrapatna et al. (US 
5,492,470), taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose the inventive steps of 
dynamically assigning plurality of data traffic channels for receiving data based on an 
urgency factor, wherein urgency factor is based on the data present in the data buffer, 
as in claims 37, 47 and 50, and associating data of each of a plurality of data queue 
with at least one logical channel being associated with at least one priority, as in claims 
47 and 50. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
